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N discussions of the work of various 

printers we hear a great deal about 

- “fitness to purpose” as the dominating 
principle of book design. Some authorities 
urge that as the purpose of books is to be 
read, legibility is the primary consideration, 
ind that any features which do not promote 
legibility are excrescences and tend to di- 
minish rather than increase the merit® of 
the book. 

That a book “unfitted to purpose” is 
wrong, and that an illegible book is perni- 
ious, all will be ready to admit. It is fur- 
ther true that a logically planned book, like 
i logically planned building, has in it many 
elements of beauty. But these principles 
alone will not suffice to produce the best 
designed books of which we are capable. 
Were they carried to their logical conclu- 
sion we would never have a headband, an 
initial letter, a border or decoration on a 
titlepage, or any of the other “excres- 
cences” by which we can do so much to 
make a book charming. 

A chair for example is made to sit in— 
and sit comfortably. But having been 
planned to serve this end, the furniture 
designer has an additional responsibility. 
He must make it as beautiful as his limita- 
tions of material and labor cost will permit. 
For his chair must be looked at as well as 
sat in. The same thing holds good of 


architecture, dress design, or any of the 
other arts that touch our daily life. 

So, I believe, in many books beauty is 
an end in itself to be sought in bookmaking 
beyond and additional to “fitness to pur- 
pose.” This word many infers that there 
are some books in which beauty is funda- 
mentally a desideratum and others in which 
it is not a factor of material importance. 
When we attempt a classification, the 
distinction appears to lie between a work 
of utility only and a work of literary 
art. Even the most enthusiastic typog- 
rapher could hardly summon much en- 
thusiasm regarding the embellishment of a 
dictionary or a trade directory or a cable 
code book. For works of this character, 
legibility and convenience of consultation 
can be the only features sought in the 
design. A similar comment would apply 
to a textbook of biology. Clear typography 
and photographic illustrations are all that 
are required or desired. 

But when we turn to works of creative 
literary art: novels, poetry, essays, and the 
like, a different situation prevails. It is not 
essential to the physical actualities of life 
that such books should be read. They are 
read for pleasure: for gratification of our 
artistic perceptions. They are, in other 
words, food for the spirit. Can we not 
then enjov them esthetically at the same 
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time not only for the text we read but also 
for the beauty of their appearance, which 
we perceive likewise thru our eyes? Il 
think so. I believe it is a crying shame 
that so much beautiful literature of the 
present day comes to us in such unesthetic 
form as it does. 

The object of any work of art is to evoke 
an emotion. Does a poem of real moment 
run a better chance of gaining its object if 
it comes to us in the crowded columns of 
a newspaper or on a page not only clear 
typographically but with also perhaps a bit 
of decoration of lyrical quality printed 
above it in a soft color? We react to art 
not thru one sense only at a time. It is on 
rare occasions that we can see a work of 
art in any medium independent of its en- 
vironment. We sense unconsciously other 
impressions than that of the object nom- 
inally holding our attention. ‘This is cer- 
tainly true of books, or so many people 
would not appreciate finely made books. 
And it is worthy of note that the modern 
books most in demand by present day con- 
noisseurs are those, not of the severely 
plain school, but those in which the creative 
fancy of the designer has made his contri- 
bution to the book as a work of art, helping 
—in only a small degree perhaps—to pre- 
sent it in the manner best calculated to 
gain the appreciation of the individual of 
good taste. As a picture frame executed by 
a master of the framing art can help pre- 
sent a great oil painting to those who view 
it in a more favorable way than to show 
the canvas stretched bare over its frame, 
so can the artist in bookmaking present to 
the reader an opus in the literary field in 
a way favorable to its esthetic appreciation. 

Were legibility the only factor worthy 
of consideration, we are wasting our time 
in type design. Having at our disposal a 
round old style, such as can be found in any 
linotype shop, we can stop there. Gara- 
mond is a beautiful type. But it is not as 
legible as a rounded old style. Kennerley is 
a type of much charm but as to readability 
the same comment applies. Yet types of 
real beauty have a function of importance 
in bookmaking. 

Then there is the element of variety. 
We can conceive a committee of experts in 
typography and book design meeting. in 
council and determining upon the most 
logical form of novel. They might fix, by 
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common consent, on a good type-page size, 
the paper size, the face and size of type in 
which the text should be set. They could 
select the type for chapter headings, run- 
ning heads, and the like. Acting solely on 
the principle of “fitness to purpose” they 
would eschew decoration. Let us then pre- 
sume the publishers adopted this as a stand- 
ard novel format. I can conceive reading 
the first novel under this plan and appre- 
ciating its legibility and the logic of its 
plan. When I had read the fourth novel 
so standardized in format I should be 
losing some appreciation of its merits, and 
after the twentieth I am sure I would be 
wishing they would print the twenty-first 
in red ink! No, there are other desiderata 
in reading purposed for esthetic enjoyment 
than legibility. 

The appreciation of charmingly designed 
books being so general among readers, it 
seems a wonder that publishers have made 
so little attempt to beautify their books of 
general trade circulation. It would be so 
simple to lend a little more grace to the 
average novel, and the effort would be all 
in the composition. Paper can remain 
cheap, binding cloth inexpensive. Still, 
with but a little expenditure in taste, a book 
can be made charming instead of bleak. A 
good set of initial letters can add marvel- 
ously to the grace of a book. An individual 
treatment of chapter headings—a line of 
type ornaments perhaps, on two or three 
properly chosen rules—can help vastly 
toward making a book a thing of beauty 
rather than a drab succession of gray ap- 
pearing sheets. 

A titlepage is an important feature of 
any book, and this some of the publishers 
have realized, for they send the title for 
composition to a good typographer and have 
the balance of the book set elsewhere. Any 
improvement is a step in the right direction, 
but there is today many a volume where 
the titlepage gives bright promise of what 
is within, while the pages next succeeding 
promptly discount the impression achieved. 

But this is not a treatise on bookmaking. 
It is a plea for good book decoration, spat- 
ingly but feelingly used; to put something 
more into books than the bare demands ot 
fitness to purpose. Sound in kind and 
right in measure, decoration will add to the 
beauty of books in everyday use. It will 
make them more worthy the attention of 
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those accustomed to high standards of 
artistry in other objects they buy and 
handle. It will make them more pleasing 
to read. It should sell more books. 

And one final word, offered now in re- 
buttal to the inevitable argument. ‘Taste 
in composition and design will not alter 
one whit the cost of paper, presswork, and 
binding—the major elements of cost in 
modern book manufacture. 

This particular screed was inspired by a 
discussion at the opening of a recent exhibit 
of books printed by William Morris at 
the Kelmscott Press. At the end of the 
evening, the late Mr. Morris did not rank 
very high as a bookmaker because he 
violated the principle of “fitness to pur- 
pose.’ His books were not readable. But 
Morris was making books of a particular 
kind for a special audience, and that he 
succeeded in his aim is well attested by the 
esteem—financial as well as artistic—in 
which the Kelmscott books are held today. 
He gave us his interpretation of the literary 
works of art he put into type, decoration, 
and illustration. We may have read the 
Canterbury Tales before, but Morris gave 
them a new grandeur. He created a new 
torm of beauty in books and will ever re- 
main one of the significant figures in the 
history of typography. 

Morris may not have made books as a 
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larger experience has taught us they can 
best be made. But he came on the field of 
bookmaking at its lowest ebb when every- 
thing was tawdry and commonplace and 
unworkmanlike. With him the pendulum 
swung perhaps too far in the other direc- 
tion, and his books to our eyes are over- 
decorated. He established at the same 
time, however, new standards of craftsman- 
ship in composition, paper-making, press- 
work, and binding, and for this alone he 
deserves our abject homage. His influence 
in this respect is apparent in the work of 
the Doves Press and his other successors. 
Should any American desire to appraise his 
contribution to fine bookmaking, he need 
only recall it was the work of Morris that 
first inspired Bruce Rogers to an interest 
in book design, and that the earliest work 
of Daniel Berkeley Updike was likewise 
under his spell. 

William Morris was not making trade 
editions. So in judging his work we must 
judge it within the limitations of scope and 
audience that he himself fixed and within 
which he worked. Beyond doubt he estab- 
lished a new form of artistic expression. 
He was a great artist and book designer, 
and many a generation to come will draw 
inspiration from his work. Would we 
could put a little of his creative enthusiasm 
into books of wider circulation! 


Practical Helps in Bookselling 


A Talk Given at the Pittsburgh Bookselling School

O become the right kind of book 
salesman, you must have an intense 
interest in your work. You must 
tackle your job with enthusiasm and the 
desire to learn something new about it 
every day. You must think books—read 
books. You must sleep books—see books— 
hear books—breathe books—handle books, 
—and you must love and live books! You 
should discuss the merits of books with 
your customers and among yourselves. You 
should clean and arrange books together 
and familiarize yourself with one another’s 
stocks, 
In addition to reading as many books as 


possible, you must follow regularly _and 
read carefully the book reviewing mediums 
following: 


The Publishers’ Weekly 

New York Times Book Review 

“Books” of the New York Herald 
Tribune 

The Saturday Review of Literature 

The Atlantic Monthly 

The Bookman’s Magazine 

The American Mercury 

The New Republic and the Nation 

Publishers’ Circular (an English pub- 
lication ) 
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You must know how to use all the pub- 
lishers’ catalogs intelligently to find infor- 
mation promptly. You must know the sell- 
ing points of the books you are selling. You 
must know autobiographies from Cellini 
to Adams, anthologies from Palgrave to 
Untermeyer, travelers from Marco Polo to 
Beebe, the merits of each, the editions, the 
publishers and the prices. 

The public expects you to know and, as 
a matter of fact, are entitled to this kind 
of book service. I would like to see the 
day’ when people come to the bookseller 
with the same assurance of getting infor- 
mation, advice and inspiration as they now 
get help from the doctor, the lawyer, and 
the minister. 

One of the best helps that we have for 
becoming a better book salesman is to have 
a thoro understanding of the United States 
Catalogs and how to use them intelligently. 
I often wonder if you realize how many 
times you and I miss opportunities to sell 
books, or to create sales for books, because 
we do not know anything about them or 
how to find the information about where 
they are published, or the prices, etc. 

Here, in these catalogs, you will get all 
the information necessary: 

1. The United States Catalog Series 
2. The Cumulative Book Index. 

No book store is complete without these 
catalogs. They are just as necessary to you 
as the hammer, saw and screw driver are 
to the carpenter. These catalogs should be 
in the center of the store, in an open and 
convenient place where both clerks and cus- 
tomers can make use of them—not under 
counters or in enclosed offices, which is 
sometimes the case. These catalogs are the 
best medium for you to gain knowledge of 
your job, to train your memory, and to 
make extra sales. 

Many book clerks are timid about using 
catalogs. Why? I think it is because they 
do not know how to approach these lists. 
Store managers sometimes forget to take 
the interest and time to explain the im- 
portance and valuable assistance that these 
catalogs can be in finding information and 
helping to make extra sales. It is their duty 
to explain with illustrations how to use 
these catalogs, to take time to explain, to 
wait on a customer with the clerk standing 
by and, if successful in making a sale thru 
searching the catalogs, impress on the clerk 
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after the customer has departed how to 
find books in the lists. The store which 
teaches its staff how to use these tools wi]! 
show a steady and healthy increase jp 
business. 

You will unconsciously train yourself t¢ 
put into practice the much neglected art 
of suggestive selling, and constant use oj 
the catalogs will give you a large vocaby- 
lary of titles and authors that will be use- 
ful when you are discussing books with 
your customers. 

Now, suppose I take these catalogs, one 
by one, and explain how they may be used 
effectively: 

1. The United States Catalog of Books 
in print January, 1912, records 160,000 
books listed by more than 500,000 entries. 
Each book is entered three times, or oft- 
ener, by author, title, and as many subject 
entries as the contents demand. 

Cross references are used freely and add 
greatly to the usefulness of the index by 
calling attention to the books on allied sub- 
jects. Price, publisher, binding and date 
of publication are given in the author’s en- 
try for each book; Library of Congress 
card order numbers; dates of authors’ 
births and deaths. A directory of publish- 
ers included as an appendix provides names 
and addresses. 

The second large volume covers all books 
issued in the calendar year 1912 thru 1917 
with 81,000 books. 

Then follow smaller supplements Jan. 
1918-June 1921; July 1921-Jan. 1924; 
July 1924-June 1925; July 1925-June 
1926; then monthly cumulations to date. 
A complete revision is now under way that 
will replace all this series. 

This series includes books in print when 
the catalogs were published. In addition 
to books of leading publishers, it includes 
books published by authors, societies, insti- 
tutions, also subscription books, govern- 
ment documents, pamphlets, and many 
others about which it is difficult to get 
information. 

You use them as you would the dic- 
tionary. And every one knows how to us¢ 
the dictionary. It is just as easy to find 
facts about books as it is to find a word 
in a dictionary. i 

Any bit of data concerning author, title, 
subject, series, translator or editor will be 
sufficient as a guide to complete informa- 
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sion about the book wanted. Even parts 
nf books are indexed under subjects when 
she value of material justifies it. — 

Do not fail to check up the prices found 


‘1 these catalogs by the latest publishers’ 


list. ; @ 
) When you find a book listed, say ‘“Sher- 


lock Holmes” by A. C. Doyle, published 
by Harper, $1.50, always refer to the lat- 
est “Trade List Annual.” Turnto Harper’s 
catalog, then look under the author, Doyle, 
and you will find the current price $2.50. 
There you will also find other titles listed, 
and then suggest them to the customer. 
You may get orders for the sequel, “Return 
of Sherlock Holmes,” at the same time, and 
thus double the sale. After such an experi- 
ence, will you ever forget these books and 
their publishers ? 

“Have you ‘Applied Psychology’ by 
Smith?” asks a customer. Initials not being 
known, you turn to the 1912 catalog and 
look under the Smiths and find Smith listed 
on about twelve columns on six pages. You 
spend about ten minutes and may not find 
the Smith you are looking for. You repeat 
the same search thru the several other cata- 
logs and lose more time. 

Now, if you look under the subject mat- 
ter, Psychology, and then under the subject 
of Applied Psychology, you will immedi- 
ately find the book by Smith. Let’s see. 
It is published by Macmillan, and, upon 
referring to their catalog in “Trade List 
Annual” for current price, you notice three 
or tour other books on the subject by the 
same author. 

As the customer is interested in Smith’s 
books on Psychology, it is just possible that 
he may order two or three books. The 
same time, looking under Applied Psychol- 
ogy, you may see several other books by 
different authors that may be of interest or 
value to the customer, and there is no tell- 
ing how large a sale may be developed. 

Here are few specimens of a day’s 
queries customer asks for “Lo and Behold 
You” by Seamus Macmanus. You look 
up Seamus Macmanus, find the book asked 
tor was published by Doubleday, Page. 
Look in “Trade List Annual” and find that 
title is missing. It’s out of print. You 
Suggest advertising for it in Publishers’ 
Weekly. You also tell customer of other 
books published by Doubleday, Page, and 
the title found in United States Catalogs, 
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published by Stokes. You may get order 
for three books, and the out-of-print one 
as well. 


A customer says he wants a good novel 
about the Civil War. You turn to United 
States History, under subdivision “Civil 
War.” Fiction is classified, and there you 
find listed “Cease Firing” by Johnston and 
several other titles. The same is true of 
the American Revolution etc. 


A customer comes in with a book under 
arm. I would like to buy a copy of this 
book and anything else you have by this 
author or can procure for me. She holds 
up a copy of “Mary, Mary” by James 
Stephens. You do not have it in stock. 
You turn to its publisher, Small, May- 
nard, and find nothing listed by James 
Stephens. If you fail to look up these cata- 
logs, you will not know that nine or ten 
other books were written by James Steph- 
ens and published by Macmillan, including 
“The Charwoman’s Daughter,” which the 
United States Catalog for 1925-26 listed 
as the same book as “Mary, Mary.” You 
probably will find all of them on the shelf 
or can take an order by referring to Mac- 


millan’s catalog in the “Trade List 
Annual.” 
A customer on the telephone: “Have 


you a copy of Reinach’s ‘Apollo’ ?” 


“TI think so, just wait a moment.” (You 
know you haven’t a copy in stock. You 
dive into the old catalog, then to the 
“Trade List Annual.’ Scribner. Price 
$2.00—price is O.K., back to the ‘phone 
you go.) “Sorry it is out of stock. 
The price is $2.00. What is your name 
and address?” 

These are but a few examples of the 
constructive use of catalogs in the process 
of business building. Every bookstore 
would supply dozens of examples from each 
week’s business. On the reference table 
with the “United States Catalog” and the 
“Trade List Annual,” keep also the ‘“Whit- 
taker’s Indexed Reference Catalogue” of 
English publications which is published in 
America by R. R. Bowker Co.; the Amer- 
ican Educational List issued annually by 
the same firm; the Publishers’ Weekly 
quarterly announcement numbers for all 
recent books, and the current six months 
of the Publishers’ Weekly in their binder 
for detailed description of recent books.

First Editions 


IRST edition collecting in the United 
States has increased during the past 


five years to an extent that can only 


be appreciated by a person who has been 
a rare bookseller during this period. This 
is especially true in the case of American 
authors of real merit. Five years ago first 
editions of Herman Melville such as 
“Moby Dick” and “Mardi” were going 
begging for $2.00 a copy and the early 
firsts of Hergesheimer, Cabell and Menc- 
ken could be picked up for a song. At 
present appreciation of good American au- 
thors is widespread and their first editions 
bring equal or higher prices than English 
works of the same rank. With the growth 
of nationalism and the increased impor- 
tance of America in world affairs goes a 
corresponding conviction that anything 
American is worthy of a place in the sun. 

With the existing continuous demand 
for first editions, the bookseller should not 
neglect this field and should equip himself 
to recognize the value of items that may 
come his way. This is not nearly so dif- 
ficult as in the case of Americana, as the 
number of really valuable first editions is 
limited, depending on the number of au- 
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thors of talent or genius. For 1000 valu- 
able Americana titles there will only be 100 
first editions of considerable value. With 
a little effort and perseverance it is not 
difficult ta learn the authors whose work 
is collected and their first editions of espe- 
cial worth without making a large invest- 
ment in bibliographical works. 

Mr. H. has a bookstore in Elgin, Ill. 
He is entirely ignorant of what constitutes 
a first edition or of first edition values. 
He secures a copy of the New York 
Times Book Review which appears with 
the Sunday edition. Under the classified 
advertisements in the Book Exchange he 
notices a number of dealers who advertise 
catalogs of first editions. He writes to 
several of these requesting catalogs. ‘These 
arrive by return mail. In these catalogs 
and subsequent ones received Mr. H. dis- 
covers a wealth of bibliographical infor- 
mation. He decides to make up a reter- 
ence bibliography of his own covering the 
first editions printed in the United States 
that he is likely to acquire. He notes in 
the catalogs a number of first editions by 
Stephen Crane. He enters this informa- 
tion on ordinary 5 x 3 cards as follows: 


Maggie: A Girl of the Streets, a Tale of New York. By Johnson Smith. 


Privately printed, original yellow wrappers, New York, 1893. 


In Green’s catalog, 


N. Y., May, 1927. 


Fine copy. 
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By the process of making out this card 
Mr. H. impresses on his memory the fact 
shat this book by Crane was published 
under the name of “‘Johnson Smith,” that 
+ js evidently extremely rare and worth a 
high price at the present time. If a copy 
ever comes his way he will recognize it and 
know approximately what to ask for it. 

In another catalog under Kipling he 
fnds and enters the following description: 
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portant works of reference. R. R. Bow- 
ker and Co. will soon publish, “American 
First Editions, a Series of Bibliographic 
Check Lists, Edited by Merle Johnson.” 
This book will list the Principal collected 
American authors with the titles and dates 
of their first editions and with many of 
the points described for particular works. 
Another important work which has re- 
cently appeared is “A Primer of Book Col- 
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Fame’s Tribute to Children. Being a Collection of Autograph Sentiments

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This information teaches Mr. H. that 
first editions of English authors possessing 
considerable value have often been printed 
in the United States. It is quite possible 
that Mr. H. will acquire a copy of 
“Fame’s Tribute to Children” some day 
and he will surely not put it on the fifty 
cent counter. 

A home-made bibliography of this kind 
grows rapidly and is of inestimable value 
in educating the bookseller to recognize 
first editions and their values. Usually in 
the case of American first editions the fact 
that a book was copyrighted on a certain 
date, say “1916” and that the same date, 
“1916” appears at the foot of the title 
page is certain proof that the volume is a 
first edition, providing that there is no 
mention of earlier editions on either side 
of the title page such as “‘Second edition,” 
“Third Thousand,” “Third Edition, Feb- 
Tuary, 1916,” etc. But there are many ex- 
ceptions to this rule and the only way to 
learn them is by studying descriptions in 
catalogs or bibliographies. By entering 
such descriptions on cards they are fixed 
in the dealer’s memory and convenient for 
reference when required. 

For the beginner there are several im- 





lecting” by John T. Winterich published 
by Greenberg, New York City. This 
book while primarily intended for the col- 
lector is valuable for the dealer beginning 
to handle first editions as it gives a wealth 
of information on the subject presented in 
an interesting manner. 

After acquiring some knowledge of first 
editions and their values the dealer is now 
prepared to stock them and to push their 
sale. Condition of first editions is all im- 
portant, as any collector worthy of the 
name will insist on having fine copies. The 
dealer will find that soiled, worn copies or 
those having writing on the fly leaves will 
be very hard to sell and in acquiring his 
stock should buy only fine copies. 

Until experience is gained he should 
limit himself to first editions for which 
he has a sure local market. These will 
soon be discovered from the demands made 
by persons entering his store. ‘Tastes of 
first edition collectors are very varied and 
the local market for first editions should 
be from the start a large and important 
one, especially if the dealer makes it a 
point to discover the authors and titles 


- wanted by his customers and then to secure 


them. 
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Some commercial success in selling first 
editions can be made by merely mechanical 
means but real success in this field comes 
only thru an appreciation and understand- 
ing of the underlying factors which make 
a first edition valuable. The bookseller 
must read the works of collected authors 
and discover for himself the qualities that 
have made them in demand by collectors. 
Style is very important, as few collected 
first editions are poorly written. Valuable 
content in addition to style makes a com- 
bination certain to attract collectors and 
especially when the authors like Steven- 
son, Poe, Crane and Bierce are men of 
interesting, charming or mysterious per- 
sonality. True salesmanship is- impossible 
without knowledge which in the case of 
first editions can only be attained by study 
and reading. 

Such knowledge is of immediate prac- 
tical value in judging and buying new 
books. The bookseller who possesses it 
will never have an overstock of books of

and well-written book never lacks 4 friend 
and with continuing life and vitalit, elias 
all efforts to put it into the class of ae 
stock. In fact «mothing pays a create; 
dividend in the book business than a sound 
knowledge and feeling for intangible liter. 
ary qualities. Many times within recen: 
months a contemporary first edition has 
gone to a premium within a few weeks 
after publication. The wise bookseller 
conversant with literary values will order 
such books at the time they appear and w’l! 
reserve several copies for his first edition 
section. 

With knowledge and appreciation 
gained by bibliographical study and the 
reading of good literature the bookseller 
is prepared to make sales to the collector, 
not mechanically as he would sell soap or 
nails but with the spiritual fellowship of 
a lover of the best and most worthy in 
books. He will judge contemporary books 
from his knowledge of what has endured 
from the past and reject the ephemeral 


the moment, hastily and poorly written, 
which when the temporary demand passes 
can scarcely be sold at any price. A worthy 


and unworthy, for in summing up, suc- 
cess in first edition selling is a matter of 
knowing, securing and offering the best. 


The Convention in Brief 


ELEGATES from every part of 


the country met with unusual 

promptness, so that when President 
Kidd called a meeting to order at two 
o'clock the large convention room was 
well filled. 

The president surveyed the work of the 
year and emphasized for the ensuing year 
the need of steady support for the Clear- 
ing House, with efforts to fight cut prices, 
whether made in stores or thru mail-order 
schemes, to support to the full the varied 
educational program that is developing, 
and to observe publication dates. 

Stanley Remington, treasurer, reported 
an increase of fifty percent in membership 
from 1923, and his figures indicated that 
the increase in the membership fee from 
$10 to $15 had not curtailed the number 
of members. The total budget of the year 
was $21,000, and the Clearing House, 


which was in its experimental period, 
came thru with only a minor deficit of 
$500. 

Ellis W. Meyers outlined possibilities 
in a program of city cooperation, includ- 
ing such valuable plans as the interchange 
of stock, joint shipment from the Clearing 
House, simultaneous displays to promote 
seasonal interest in books, cooperative local 
publicity, joint support of the book reviews, 
etc. He outlined the possibilities of 4 
proposal for a national cooperative cam 
paign, under which plan the American 
Booksellers’ Association committee 0! 
critics would select each month six tities 
for a national campaign and memoct 
would, by their blanket orders, take cart 
of a grand total of 10,000 of each of neat 
titles. The extra discount received 5} 
such large orders would supply a marein, 
about one-third of which would go 
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operating costs and two-thirds to the gen- 
eral advertising campaign, this campaign 
.) exploit first the different selections of 
books, and, second, exploit the bookstore 
‘dea. He proposed a plan of seasonal 
dodgers to be used as envelope stuffers by 
booksellers six to twelve times a year, a 
plan for an electro service of advertising 
-uts, an enlargement of the book review 
syndicate now undertaken. He asked 
booksellers for cooperation in supplying 
store figures. 

Cedric Crowell read a report of fourteen 
points, the report having been gone over 
by the whole Board of Trade and bearing 
its suggestions and emendations. The re- 
port discussed the new type of book pro- 
motion thru clubs, calling the Book-of- 
the-Month Club “the least objectionable 
and fairest to the public.” The report 
suggested that it was not without competi- 
tion to other sales from the bookstore’s 
shelves and that it was a competition that 
bookstores could meet. It regretted lower 
prices after publication in order to include 
the books in the Club as unsettling to the 
whole trade situation. The report outlined 
the conferences between the Literary Guild 
and the Board of Trade, gave the Board 
of Trade’s reason for its objection to the 
Guild plan, and asked for the convention’s 
support on this attitude. It suggested that 
the competition offered by the First Edition 
Club could easily be met by any bookseller. 

It exhorted all members to cooperate in 
the Clearing House, expressed opposition 
to censorship but deprecated the sale of 
any hooks on salacious appeal; endorsed 
the work of the executive secretary, Ellis 
W. Meyers; expressed approval of the 
principle of the six-books-a-month promo- 
tion but called for continued investigation 
as to its practicability; endorsed postal 
rate reform; heartily recommended the 
Principle of the consolidated warehouse ; 
urged publishers, jobbers and booksellers 
‘o study their costs of handling library 
dusiness and to give this service with the 
costs fully in mind; urged increasingly 
active cooperation with the publishers’ 
Promotion campaign; emphasized the im- 
portance of a standard discount of forty 
Percent; spoke against the principle of 
nook premiums; strongly urged the im- 
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portance of uniform catalogs for book 
publishers’ complete lists. 

Miss Humble told of the increased 
membership, the N. A. B. P. now having 
seventy-one members; reported that twice 
as much money as last year was being 
spent on promotion; that the Employing 
Book Binders’ Association had made im- 
portant contributions of money for a three 
years’ guarantee, which was supporting a 
lecture bureau; outlined the principle by 
which the publicity carried on thru na- 
tional groups, in order to send more cus- 
tomers to bookstores; that the Association 
saw increasing importance in the tendency 
of booksellers to start branch stores in their 
own cities. The Association has continued 
its study of towns that were in need of 
bookstores. Miss Humble outlined the 
campaign for better postal rates; strongly 
urged attention to bookseller training, as 
outlined in the plans of the Federal Board 
of Vocational Education, the course in 
Pittsburgh, and the three weeks’ summer 
course beginning July 11th at Columbia. 

August H. Gehrs of Harcourt, Brace 
& Company described the several months’ 
conferences that had been studying the 
importance of this question and considering 
the feasible methods of gathering together 
under one roof some twenty or thirty 
publishers, with the Clearing House 
shipping facilities under the same roof, so 
that much money and many hour’s time 
could be saved in starting books to the 
bookstores. The problem was much better 
understood than at the start, and he ex- 
pected that real progress will be made 
during the ensuing year. 


Report of Bookselling Education Committee 


Ernest Eisele, chairman of the retail 
division of this Committee, emphasized the 
important place such a program has in the 
present progress of bookselling and urged 
booksellers of all types to give hearty co- 
operation to government efforts, local 
plans, and summer schools. 

The Tuesday sessions showed a high 
water mark in enthusiasm’ and in attend- 
ance. At the morning session every seat 
in the convention hall was filled, with 
over three hundred of the booktrade 
present. Margaret Ewing, head of 
the retail department of Gill’s, Portland, 
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Ore., read a most valuable paper written 
by R. G. Montgomery of that firm. on 
“Making the Radio Sell Books for You.” 
Because of Mr. Montgomery’s practical 
experimentation in this field over a period 
of two years, the subject was adequately 
and suggestively analyzed. 

Franklin Spier of the Franklin Spier 
Syndicate discussed cooperative advertis- 
ing, and because of much experience in this 
field and careful study of the possibilities 
of cooperative work during the past few 
months the paper contained a vast number 
of important suggestions. He believed 
that the stores in local communities could 
get together for effective promotion of the 
book idea. 

B. W. Huebsch discussed booktrade 
conditions abroad and brought from his 
year’s residence there a most interesting 
group of practical suggestions which will 
bear careful study when printed in full in 
the next issue of the Publishers’ Weekly. 

Stanley Unwin of George Allen & Un- 
win, London, brought the greetings of the 
National Book Council and gave a picture 
of the way in which the book business of 
England is being stimulated by new ideas, 
by cooperative efforts, and by comparison 
with the method in other countries. 

Rey. J. F. Newton of Philadelphia gave 
a talk on the place of religious books in 
the life of the preacher and of the layman. 

President Kidd called for a report from 
Frederic G. Melcher, chairman of the 
Honorary Fellowship Committee. Several 
members of the Fellowship from earlier 
elections were present and welcomed three 
new members into the Fellowship, Harry 
V. Korner of Korner & Wood, Cleveland, 
Bertha E. Mahony of the Bookshop for 
Boys and Girls, Boston, and Cedric Cro- 
well of the Doubleday, Page Bookshops. 
The convention also awarded to Marion 
Humble, Executive Secretary of the Na- 
tional Association of Book Publishers, 
Honorary Membership in the American 
Booksellers’ Association. This honor has 
been very sparingly awarded by the Asso- 
ciation, and always for unusual service to 
the profession. 

The Tuesday sessions continued bril- 
liantly in the afternoon with four very 
significant subjects brought forward. E. 


W. Barnhart of the Federal Board of 
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Education presented in detail a plan under 
which the Bureau of Education was soins 
to cooperate with booksellers and pub. 
lishers in establishing practical courses {o; 
employees thruout the country. 

Byrne Hackett of the Brick Row Book 
Shop gave valuable suggestions as to how 
the selling of old and raze books fitted into 
the general scheme of things in American 
bookselling and prophesied that the rare 
book business in the country was merely 
on the threshold of its real growth. 

Dr. Mabel Ulrich of Mabel U1-ich’s 
Bookshops of Minneapolis, St. Paul, 
Duluth and Rochester, gave a very happy 
and stimulating idea of how her branch 
store system had been built up and what 
advantages and difficulties such a system 
had. 

Dr. Charles Francis Potter of the lec- 
ture bureau of the National Association 
of Book Publishes described his work and 
the plan of approach to the community in 
the effort to arouse book interest. 

On Wednesday the convention split up 
into its various branches for practical dis- 
cussion, the College Bookstore Association 
having its Own meetings morning and 
afternoon, the Religious Book Store Group 
meeting and organizing permanently, the 
Children’s Book Shop Group having an 
entertaining reception under the leadership 
of May Massee of Doubleday, Page & 
Company, and the Large City Stores, the 
Small Town Stores and Department Stores 
having separate conferences, as well as 4 
group on Accounting and Finance. 

At a placid executive session on Thurs- 
day reports from round table chairmen 
were received, the Code of Ethics was 
adopted without discussion or dissent, and 
the resolutions were dispatched in record 
time.

The Booksellers’ Convention 


HE twenty-seventh convention of the 

American Booksellers’ Association 

is undoubtedly a high-water mark 
in the Association’s history. This was 
made possible by an adequately prepared 
program and a very excellent attendance. 
No one could be present at the crowded 
hall of the Tuesday morning session, for 
instance, with its brilliant variety of sub- 
jects, each carrying suggestions for imme- 
diate or ultimate development without 
feeling that the Association was greatly 
justifying its work. From the many ideas 
presented it would be difficult to pick out 
any one for special emphasis, and the full 
reports in the Publishers’ Weekly of next 
week will give opportunity to those who 
have not attended the convention to see 
the direction of the discussions. 

Some things seemed to attract more 
general discussion after the topics were 
presented. Among these subjects was the 
idea of community cooperation as outlined 
in the report of the Executive Secretary, 
community cooperation in publicity, ar- 
ranging shipping facilities, and window 
displays, interchange of stock, etc. Out of 
local cooperation will grow business suc- 
cess and a better total book service for that 
community. 

The branch store system came in for 
fine exposition from Dr. Mabel Ulrich of 
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Minneapolis, and most of the dealers felt 
that the idea had in it important bearing:

Our Interest in Art 


HERE are many signs in the sky 

that point to a national awakening 

to things of the world of art, not 
that there has ever been a deep sleep, but 
the interest is now broadening among en- 
tirely new groups of people and becoming 
more intense and enthusiastic. The news- 
papers are carrying more and better ar- 
ticles on art matters, gallery exhibitions 
seem to be well attended, the great city 
galleries are finding themselves well sup- 
ported, and perhaps even more significant 1s 
the fact that the small shops that cater to 
the art-loving instinct in supplying art ob- 
jects for the home—not only pictures, but 
fine furniture, fabrics, glass, etc.—are 
springing up on every street. It may be 
that these small shops, with their very per- 
sonal appeal and their active advocacy otf 
worthwhile products, are going to bring 
art into the home in a way the schools have 
not been able to accomplish. 

In the booktrade some twenty years ago 
there was a great revival of interest in 
classic art, in stories of the great galleries, 
books about great artists, and collected vol- 
umes of reproductions. Today the area of 
interest is broadened, and the bookseller’s 
art shelf includes a greater variety of book: 
—books on prints, methods of color re- 
production, on china, glassware, furniture, 
and a score of other subjects. The art 0! 
reproduction in color is being used to the 
fullest extent to make these volumes at- 
tractive. These collections will be enriched 
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‘mportations from foreign presses, 
especially trom Germany. as 

It seems very likely that this is an area 
»¢ bookselling that the stores should watch 
very carefully in the next decade. The 
yeople who buy these books do not follow 
‘1 the old rut, and want a type of service 
and a selection of stock that fits in with 
heir present taste and interest. The book- 
seller who can keep up with this or who 
can select some one of the staff who can 
individually follow this field, is likely to 
find an area of sales activity of increasing 


importance.

Record Travel Season 
Mince liners are already carry- 


ing large quotas and the estimates 
_._ ot those who handle foreign travel 
indicate that it will be a record season. 
English agencies estimate that 275,000 
‘ourists will land in England during the 
‘eason, this exclusive of the almost equally 
-arge number that will land directly on the 
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continent. London hotels report that book- 
ings are 30% above last year. Tourist 
agents and the booktrade have been report- 
ing double benefit from their cooperative 
work in the last two or three years. Travel 
books have become really active, and there 
is scarcely a bookstore in the country 
that is not today showing special dis- 
plays of travel books to attract the tourists 
or the interest of those who wish to give 
books to travelers. This wide distribution 
of books inevitably has its effect on the 
amount of traveling done, especially in 
later seasons when the material in the 


books has been absorbed. 


More Book-Buying Urged for 
England 


HE publication of Stanley Unwin’s 

volume, “The Truth About Publish- 

ing,” has started up in London a 
wide discussion of the problems of book 
distribution, especially in The Nation and 
Athenaeum, where a series of articles be- 
gan in the February 26th number. 

“These are days when a searchlight. of 
scrutiny is being directed upon our leading 
industries, when of one after another the 
question is being asked, ‘Is all well?’ with- 
out eliciting very reassuring replies. It 
will be useful to ask this question of an- 
other industry which plays a much less 
important part of our economic system 
than coal or cotton or shipbuilding, or iron 
or steel, but which in the long run affects 
our national life as profoundly as any of 
these. We refer to the industry concerned 
with the production and sale of books.” 
The article makes a strong plea for 

buying books instead of borrowing. “The 
instinctive assumption that to buy a book 
is wanton extravagance is surprisingly 
widespread. It ought not to be beyond 
the power of propaganda to eradicate it 
from many minds. Most ordinarily well- 
to-do persons would find that they had not 
spent an alarming portion of their income 
upon books if they bought every one 
(novels apart) which there was any likeli- 
hood of their dipping into. The circulat- 
ing library might be an invaluable aid to 
discriminating book-buying. It is apt to 
prove a substitute for it.” 
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The Britwell Court Library 


The Most Valuable Private Library Ever 
Offered at Private Auction is Finally Sold 


HE famous library formerly at Brit- 
| well Court, England, the property of 
S. R. Christie Miller, regarded for 
three-quarters of a century as the most 
valuable private library in England, and 
holding today the world’s record as the 
most valuable library ever sold at public 
auction, was finally dispersed at Sotheby’s, 
in London, April 8, the last part requiring 
a ten days’ sale. The exact figure which 
this great collection brought is known 
only to its former owner. The first part, 
announced to be sold at Sotheby’s August 
15, 16 and 17, 1916, consisted) of Ameri- 
cana, and the catalog was issued with the 
reservation by the auctioneers that the part 
might be sold en bloc, which was just what 
happened, the late George D. Smith, of 
this city, being the buyer. In 1921 another 
part consisting of theological literature 
was sold en bloc to Bernard Quaritch. No 
official figures of these private sales were 
ever announced. The London Times is 
the authority for the statement that the 
approximate total of the entire library, in- 
cluding the two parts sold privately, ‘may 
be put at something like £604,500.” 
which is about $1,000,000 more than the 
Hoe library brought, and twice that of the 
Huth library. For fifteen years the Hoe 
library held the world’s record, and it is 
altogether probable that the Britwell Court 
library will hold it for an even longer 
period. There is no library anywhere that 
is likely to come into the auction market 
to disturb its honors. 

The Britwell Court library was dis- 
persed in nineteen parts, covering a period 
of eleven years. The following record is 
accurate, we believe, being mainly based 
upon reports printed in the London Times, 
but several of the total amounts obtained 
at sales of different parts are not now 
available.

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American Competition 


From the beginning English collectors 
had to face heavy American competition. 
George D. Smith bought the Americana en 
bloc. This caused a great deal of grum- 
bling. In the sale of the fifth part, Amer- 
ican purchases amounted to $420,000 out 
of $500,000. Smith was severely criticized 
‘or the part he played, and American 
multi-millionaires were characterized as 
buyers “‘who paid little regard to previous 
records or established values.” In later 
parts, Dr. Rosenbach was by far the 
heaviest buyer, but. long before the last 
part was reached bad feeling toward Amer- 
ican competitors had practically ceased. 


Commenting upon the final disposition 
of the Britwell Court library, the London 
Times said: 

“The American claim for its share in 
the literary heritage of Great Britain is 
undeniable and unanswerable; and it is 
perhaps better for rare books to be in 
American libraries where they may be 
seen and examined than to remain almost 
unknown and quite inaccessible in private 
libraries in England. During the last 
quarter of a century or so, American 
bibliographers have done a vast amount of 
valuable spade work in English bibliog- 
raphy, and the acquisition of a greater 
portion of the unexplored treasures of 
Britwell Court will greatly tend to in- 
crease this activity; so we have at least 
some consolation in witnessing the whole- 
sale exportation to the United States of 
our literary treasures.” 

This is a broad and philosophic point of 
view. Public opinion in England has been 
very much divided in regard to American 
competition. The auction houses and con- 
signors, have, of course, welcomed it, be- 
cause it brought larger commissions and 
higher prices. The rare book trade, largely 
dependent upon American sales for its 
prosperity, has maintained a more or less 
triendly attitude. English collectors surely 
have been hard hit and have felt it. It is 
too much to expect that they should feel 
kindly toward their American competitors. 
American buyers appear to them reckless, 
Paying no regard to established values. 
Criticism has however had little effect on 
American dealers or collectors; the ten- 
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dency has been to stimulate their activity 
and make the game more interesting. 


High Point of Interest 


The sale of the fifth part, December 16, 
1919, was the high point of interest. One 
hundred and ten lots brought £ 110,356, 
an average of more than £1,000 per lot, 
a record never approached before. It is 
little wonder that it caused an interna- 
tional sensation. The gem of the collection 
proved to be No. 85, a volume containing 
Shakespeare’s “Venus and Adonais,” 1599, 
fourth edition, said to bé unique; Shakes- 
peare’s “Passionate Pilgrim and Sonnets,” 
1599, first edition, only two other copies 
known; and Sir John Davies and Chris- 
topher Marlowe’s “Epigrammes and Ele- 
gies,” n. d. (about 1598), apparently only 
two or three copies known; the three books 
In a contemporary vellum binding in extra- 
ordinarily fine condition, which brought

Much credit 
is due the late George D. Smith and Dr.

The Library and Its Creators 


William Henry Miller, founder of the 
Britwell Court library, was born 1789 at 
Craigentinny, Midlothian. In 1830 he 
entered Parliament as one of the members 
of Newcastle-under-Lyme, which seat he 
held until 1841. He died unmarried at his 
residence, Craigentinny House, near Edin- 
burgh, October 31, 1848, and was buried 
according to his desire in a mausoleum on 
his estate. He began collecting books early 
in life and his great opportunity came with 
the Heber sale, and he made the most of 
it. He was a constant attendant at other 
important sales that followed, making his 
selections with the greatest care. He was 
a stickler for condition, fond of tall copies 
and wide margins. He had the habit of 
carrying a foot rule in his pocket and con- 
stantly used it in determining the dimrn- 
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sions of rarer lots appearing for sal, 
gave him the name of “Measure 
a characterization that was worth 4 oreat 
deal for his collection in later years 

The founder of Britwell Court — 
bequeathed it to his cousin, Miss \arsh 
from whom it passed to Samuel Christie. 
Miller, a member of Parliament from 
Newcastle-under-Lyme from 1847 to 180, 
and on his death, April 5, 1880, to Wake- 
field Christie-Miller, who died in Dublin, 
February 22, 1898. The owner at the 
time of the sale was S. R. Christie-Miller. 
All of these owners were booklovers and 
collectors and made many additions along 
the lines originally planned. In its century 
of existence it received the very best of 
care. This line of collectors is destined to 
hold high rank in bibliographical annals 
for foresight, patience, industry and ex- 
cellent judgment.

It is al- 
leged that the newspaper knew that the 
article was copyrighted. 


Dramatists May Unionize 
HE Dramatists’ Guild of America, 


which is in a court controversy with 

the Shuberts in regard to the validity of 
its closed shop contract with producers, 
may actually unionize and join the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, as has been 
previously discussed in its membership. A 
special committee to consider the advisabil- 
ity will be formed. This committee, to be 
appointed by Arthur Richman, will in- 
clude four or five prominent playwrights. 
The Dramatists’ Guild is a section of 
the Authors’ League of America, a parallel 
group to that of the Authors’ Guild. The 
dramatists’ organization includes prac- 
tically all the prominent playwrights in the 
country, including Owen Davis, Rachel 
Crothers, Sidney Howard, Augustus 
George Middleton and Channing Pollock. 


Boston Booksellers Working 
Together 


A FIGHT to have the right to sell books 

that are generally considered credit- 
able the country over is being now ener- 
getically undertaken by the Boston book- 
sellers. Three of the dealers, including 
representatives of the Old Corner Book- 
store, Lauriat Company, and Dewolfe & 
Fiske Company, were witnesses for the 
defendants in the prosecution of the 
“American Tragedy” case, and the Boston 
Booksellers’. Committee is now collecting 
funds from the stores of the vicinity to 
take care of the expenses in guarding 


booksellers’ interests. 
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Boston Bans More Books 


THER books have been suppressed 
in Boston, among them “The Ma- 
donna of the Sleeping Cars,” pub- 

lished by Payson & Clarke, Ltd., New 
York. We take it the authorities are get- 
ting more expert, for while some of the 
books recently banned were many months, 
in one case even a couple of years, old, this 
book was published only last week. It was 
suppressed by warning to the booksellers, 
a method which it was generally supposed 
had been abandoned by the authorities. 

““The Madonna of the Sleeping Cars,” 
by Maurice Dekobra, has been one of the 
most spectacular European novels of the 
year. It has had a sale of over half a mil- 
lion copies in France where it originally 
appeared as “La Madone des Sleepings,”’ 
and, altho only recently published, has al- 
ready been translated from the French into 
thirteen tongues. Another later report 
adds that May Sinclair’s ‘““The Alling- 
hams,” published by Macmillan, and 
“Tomek the Sculptor,” by Adelaide Phill- 
potts, daughter of Eden Phillpotts, a novel 
published by Little, Brown of Boston, and, 
what seems strangest of all, Anthony 
Pryde’s “Rowforest,”’ Dodd, Mead & Co., 
which is not to be published until May 
14th, have also been added to the long 
list of the banned. : 


Harcourt Sues ‘To Collect Gantry 
Account 


N order to help clear the situation which 

has developed in Boston in connection 
with the banning of “Elmer Gantry,” 
Harcourt, Brace & Co. plan to enter suit 
in the Civil Session of the Suffolk County 
Superior Court against the Old Corner 
Book Store of Boston, to recover the sum 
of $145, for copies of the book which were 
delivered to that store on March 24th, for 
which the Old Corner refuses to pay. 

When District Attorney Foley sent 
word to the bookstores that ‘Elmer 
Gantry” would be considered a violation 
of the Massachusetts statute on indecent 
literature, the Old Corner returned a 
number of unsold copies to the publishers. 
The publishers protested, and the “Old 
Corner” suggested to the publishers that 
they clarify the situation by the sale of a 
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copy of the book in spite of the Warning 
of the District Attorney’s office that the 
book would be considered salacious. lf 
the seller were arrested, a court decision 
would be obtained to supersede the present 
threat which is applicable to Suffolk Co. 
(1. e., Boston) alone. The publisher re. 
fused to take this method and the result 
is that this friendly suit for the payment 
of bill has been brought into the civil 
court. Should the judge decide that 
“Elmer Gantry” violates the law the Old 
Corner is then justified in returning the 
books and refusing .to pay the bill. If the 
judge should give the book a clean bill 
of health, the dealers have the alternative 
of returning it to their shelves in defiance 
of the District Attorney’s opinion or of 
appealing themselves to the supreme court.

Unexpurgated ‘‘Arabian Nights’ 
Held by Customs 


N_ edition of the Mardrus-Mather 

edition of “The Arabian Nights” has 
been held up in the New York Customs 
House until a decision is reached as to 
whether an unexpurgated edition comes 
under the ruling of obscene literature 
that cannot be imported. A shipment of 
500 sets with 4 volumes to the set in sheets 
was on the way to Dingwall-Rock, Ltd. 
of 45 West 45th Street, New York and 
these were to be marketed here at $50 4 
set. The edition is not illustrated except 
by frontispiece. Mr. Dingwall said that he 
contracted a year and a half ago tor 500 
sets, then for 250 more, and this is the 
third importation, bringing the total up to 
1,250. The first two shipments came 10 
without question. He has filed with the 
Treasury Department a statement of de- 
fense. 

The Richard Burton edition originally 
published in India has been often barred 
from this country and often imported. 
A number of years ago a photographic re 
print was made in this country in Denver, 
and plates have been often reprinted trom 
it. This edition is also unexpurgated. 

There has also been a large number 0! 
the Payne translation sold in this country, 
reprinted from the issue of the Payne 


Society in London. os 
The decision of the Treasury Depa 
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ment on this is likely to affect the Custom 
House attitude on many other classics of 
»stablished importance, such as the com- 
siete edition of “The Decameron” or 
Rabelais. The Collector of Customs has 
not yet released the 250 copies of the 
Navarre Society Edition of the “Deca- 
oa” which A. & C. Boni imported. 


Pope Declares War on Immoral 


Books 


\NTRICT instructions to Catholic Bish- 
ops thruout the world to keep a sharp 
lookout for immoral literature of all 

Linds and to exert all their powers to have 
‘* withdrawn from circulation, at the same 
time condemning it openly and severely 
and warning the faithful against the dan- 
cers of reading it, were issued today in 
behalf of the Pope by Cardinal Merry del 
Val, Secretary of the “Supreme Sacred 
Congregation of the Holy Office.” 

The instructions express a_ threefold 
purpose : 

1. To denounce the danger, especially 
to youth, of immoral books which, be- 
cause of modern conditions, have gained 
an enormous circulation at places and 
prices making them widely accessible. 

2. To invoke the aid of the Bishops 
and the diocesan clergy in reading and 
banning books whose number is too great 
to permit detailed examinations by the 
authorities of the Holy See. 

3. To call attention of Catholics to 
the fact that the reading of evidently 
immoral books constitutes a moral sin, 
whether or not such books have been ex- 
pressly condemned by the ecclesiastical 
authorities or have been registered on the 
index of forbidden books. 

The Holy See, says the document, is 
horrified not only by the existence of a 
huge number of books brazenly depicting 
the minutest details of sensual vices, but 
by the spread of works which dare to 
Justify morbid sensuality by false religious 
mysticism, shamelessly invoking God and 
religion. 

The document orders Bishops to watch 
carefully publications in their dioceses, 
condemning freely those considered im- 
Proper and publishing their names in the 
diocesan bulletins. 
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For Selling ‘‘Art’’ Magazines 


HE so called “art” magazines, which 

have been recently flooding the news- 
stands, caused the arrest of a newsstand 
proprietor of 1400 Broadway, New York 
on April 27th. The initiative was taken 
by a special agent of the New York So- 
ciety for the Suppression of Vice. Magis- 
trate Simpson, before whom the case ap- 
peared, declared that, if it was within his 
power, he would impose a sentence of six 
months in the workhouse. The newsdealer 
was released on $2,500 bail. 


Christian Endeavor Office Opposes 
Censorship 


fe DPWARD P. GATES, of Boston, 

General Secretary of the United So- 
ciety of Christian Endeavor, said in an 
interview in Atlantic City, May 5th, that 
he believed any form of newspaper or fic- 
tion censorship was harmful to public 
welfare. “I believe,” he said, “that censor- 
ship has a psychological reaction to arouse 
curiosity in that which the public believes 
to be concealed from it. In the case of 
‘Elmer Gantry,’ Sinclair Lewis’ novel, 
there is no doubt, whatever, that the book 
would not be as widely read as it is now 
were it not for the fact that an unintel- 
ligible standpoint has been taken by several 
critics and overzealous guardians of the 
public morals.” 


Federal Censorship Suggested 
ONY CZARNICKI, Customs Col- 


lector of Chicago, proposed last week 
in interviews with President Coolidge and 
General Lincoln C. Andrews that a sort 
of “Federal Guardian of Morals” be ap- 
pointed to draw up uniform regulations 
for the entire country to prevent the cir- 
culation of obscene literature and pictures 
in this country. It has been said that 
Washington was listening to the plan 
favorably. The reason advanced for the 
establishment of such an office is that at 
present a book may be allowed to enter 
the country at the port of New York and 
then the bookseller is forbidden to import 
it into Chicago if the Chicago customs 
officials took a different view of what 
should be read in this country. 
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How To Know the Authors of 
Anonymous Books 


Two Valuable Reference Sets Now Available 
for Booksellers and Librarians 


EW of those who use the major tools 
Fh the book professions can realize the 

labor which has been devoted to the 
production of works which supply the keys 
to books and their contents, work contain- 
ing statistics which are extraordinarily dif- 
ficult to collect and which cannot go into 
print until every possible effort is made to 
cover all possible sources of information. 

One of the most difficult fields of re- 
search is that of identifying the authors of 
anonymous or pseudonymous books, and it 
so happens that two reference books of im- 
portance are now being published simul- 
taneously, which, taken together, will give 
research workers extraordinarily complete 
information about the authorship of vol- 
umes which have appeared unsigned or with 
assumed names. Practically all of them 
seem now to have been ferreted out and 
recorded, proving the futility of literary 
disguises. Perhaps the authors in most 
cases did not wish concealment except for 
a short time. 

The first of these two reference books is 
“A Dictionary of Anonymous and Pseud- 
onymous English Literature,” a new and 
enlarged edition of the famous work by 
Halkett and Laing, the revision being 
mainly the work of the late Dr. James Ken- 
nedy of New College, Edinburgh. After 


many years of discussion in England on the - 


need of such a work Samuel Halkett, the 
learned keeper of the Advocates’ Library in 
Edinburgh, began in 1856 the enormous 
task of gathering information, and fifteen 
years later when he died the work was still 
going on. It was then entrusted to Rev. 
John Laing, librarian of the New College 
Library, Edinburgh, who kept up the ardu- 
ous work until his death in 1880. His 
daughter now undertook to. prepare the 
material that these two devoted scholars 
had collected, and finally the books were 
issued between 1882 and 1888. 


That the book was welcomed jis indi- 
cated by the fact that ten years later the 
edition was entirely out of print, and of 
late years has been bringing advanced 
prices. To the work now came Rey. James 
Kennedy, then an assistant to Dr. Laing, 
and year after year he set himself to the 
task of keeping the work up to date in 
preparation for a new edition. He was an 
indefatigable worker and combed the |i- 
braries of Great Britain for his material. 
In 1917, Dr. Kennedy enlisted the interest 
of Oliver and Boyd, Edinburgh publishers, 
to finance the undertaking, and the Carne- 
gie trustees for the universities of Scotland 
gave a generous grant toward the cost of 
production. It was no slight task to get 
these new entries ready for the work and 
at the same time to keep abreast of current 
literature. It was tragic that the third edi- 
tor died in 1925 without seeing his work 
in print. The completion was then handed 
over to W. A. Smith and A. F. Johnson 
of the British Museum, who will be re- 
sponsible for the final form of volumes 3 
to 7. 

The new issue contains three times 4s 
many entries as did the original book. All 
books that are printed in English and 
works translated into English are included. 
Each entry gives the date of the publica 
tion of the book, the size, number of pages, 
and source of the authority for attributing 
the work to the author given. 

The whole subject of anonymity is dealt 
with in a very interesting preface. Books 
and pamphlets of this kind can be, first, 
grouped according to the motive which lec 
to suppression. This is generally some 
form of timidity, such as diffidence, tear 0! 
consequence, or shame. In the first 0 
these reasons, Sir Walter Scott’s “Waver- 
ley Novels” is the classic instance. Politi- 
cal pamphlets largely fall under the second 
class. It is not surprising that this should 
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be the case, when it could happen that a 
book entitled “The Appeale to Parliament 
Against the Prelacie,” issued in 1628 by 
Alexander Leighton, was not only rigidly 
proscribed by the Star Chamber but the 
author fined £10,000 and sentenced to im- 
prisonment for life with mutilations. 
Shame may be supposed to be the motive 
shat leads writers of pornographic books to 
withhold their names, and the same motive 
must be partly responsible for the frequent 
anonymity of spiteful personal attacks. 

A motive diametrically opposed to this 
timidity is that of a well-known writer 
who has over-confidence and wishes to 
prove that his books will catch attention 
under whatever name. Sometimes, too, the 
pseudonym is assumed because the author 
considers his own name too prosaic. 

There is still another way in which 
anonymous and pseudonymous books can be 
grouped: first, the strictly anonymous book ; 
second, in which the author refers to him- 
self by a description; third, the book in 
which the author adopts a false or partly 
false name; fourth, that in which he adopts 
a synthetic name, and fifth, that in which 
he uses initials. Except in the case of the 
first method, there must be varying de- 
grees of concealment of the problems into 
which the editor must delve. 

There are a great many cases which will 
occur to every bookman in which women 
novelists have assumed fictitious male 
names: “George Eliot,” “John Oliver 
Hobbes,” “John Strange Winter,” “Lucas 
Malet,” for example. 

Among writers who have withheld their 
full names are Anthony Hope (Hawkins), 
Joseph Conrad (Korzeniowski), (Ralph) 
Norman Angell, etc. Rev. Charles Lut- 
widge Dodgson obtained his pseudonym by 
reverse modification of his first two names, 
thus getting “Lewis Carroll” via the Ger- 
man, Carl Ludwig. 

lhe number of writers who have written 
under their initials is very large, and the 
guidance of a reference book is necessary 
‘0 prevent readers from forming rash con- 
clusions from the meager material before 
them, as authors have often mixed these 
initials or curtailed them and thus added 
to the confusion. Considerable confusion 
has often resulted from the fact that the 
‘ame pseudonym has often been adopted by 
More than one author; “Owen Hall” has 
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been used by two recent writers for ex- 
ample. Sometimes two writers join in 
anonymity under the cover of one name, as 
for instance, “Michael Field,” which is the 
pen name of Katherine Bradley and Edith 
Hooper. 

Of the two volumes that are now ready, 
the first covers A-C, and the second, D-G, 
and are octavos strongly bound in buck- 
ram, containing 472 and 421 pages each.

New RESEARCH IN THE SAME FIELD 


Ten years ago, finding that the old edi- 
tion of Halkett and Laing had disappeared 
from the market and was bringing a high 
price, a London bookseller, Andrew Block, 
began the arduous task of preparing a new 
reference book in this field, and later he 
was joined in the task by Charles A. Stone- 
hill, Jr., and H. Winthrop Stonehill, 
known for their work in the bibliographical 
field. Their effort was to make a more 
compact reference book by omitting the 
sources of authority, reorganizing the in- 
dexing method and omitting the name of 
the book in which the anonymous or pseu- 
donymous name was found. This new 
work was entitled “Anonyma and Pseudo- 
nyma,” published in England by the editors 
and in America by the R. R. Bowker Co. 
at $25 per set. Iwo volumes out of 
four are ready, and the set will include 
about 35,000 titles. 

As an example of this method of entry 
we turn to “Arlen, Michael (19—): Di- 
kran Kuyumjian.” This entry indicates 
that the pseudonym of “Michael Arlen” 
has been used by Mr. Kuyumjian since 
1900. The next item on the page is ‘“Arma- 
geddon (1711) By Daniel Defoe.” This 
places the authorship of a volume issued in 
that year without, as would be the case in 
Halkett and Laing, giving the full second 
title of the volume entitled “Armageddon,” 
or telling the size of the book, number of 
pages, source of authority, or place of pub- 
lication. John Wolcot wrote countless 
books under the pseudonym of Peter 
Pindar, which in Stonehill & Block require 
but one entry. 

The identification of pseudonyms is a 
strong point with the Stonehill book. These 
begin with * * * * * * and go on into 
combinations of Greek letters and surds. 
Then comes the pseudonym “A.,” which 
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ten different writers have used from 1731 
to 1921, one of these being Ann Taylor, 
another Matthew Arnold, and a third W. 
H. Davenport Adams. 

Another valuable feature of Stonehill is 
the nearly 90 pages under the heading of 
“‘Author of.” These are alphabetical by 
their book title beginning with “‘the Author 
of Abbassah” and running thru to “the 
Author of Zenobia,” over 3,000 entries. In 
the Halkett and Laing these entries would 
be scattered under the names of the books 
on whose title-pages the phrase ‘Author 
of” has been used several times that num- 
ber. By condensing the whole into one 
group, Stonehill & Block seems to have ar- 
rived at much simplification. That the 
work is fairly up-to-date seems to be indi- 
cated by the inclusion of “Captain Trap- 
rock” in the first volume. 

As the two sets of editors have worked 
separately, there are naturally inclusions in 
each that will not be found in the other, 
and larger libraries and bookstores will 
wish to have both. 

Dealers in old books find such indexes a 
great source of income, and it helps them 
estimate the value of numbers of books and 
pamphlets, the value of which would other- 
wise be unrecognized.

‘‘Anonymous’’ Is Penalized 


RECENT ruling of the appraiser 
of customs at the port of New York 
adds further to the troubles of pub- 


lishers and booksellers importing English 
books. 
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An unjust ruling, long in operation 
under a strained application of the “dump- 
ing clause” in the Revenue Act, requires 
the importer to enter any invoice of bound 
books at the rate of one-third off the retail 
price of the book in England, this being 
the appraiser’s definition of the “wholesale 
price in the country of production.” [t 
makes no difference at what special price 
the publisher may buy an edition of 100 
or 500 or 1000 copies for this market, he 
is penalized and must add to his cost of 
the book. This gives him little chance of 
fixing a retail price that approximates the 
foreign price thus throwing much busi- 
ness to English bookdealers that belongs 
on this side. 

Now comes a new ruling which is not 
only unfair, but which many will judge 
idiotic. The appraiser places an import 
duty of 25%, instead of 15%, “where the 
authorship of the work is unknown.” Thus 
an anonymous book carries a penalty of 
10% increase. The ruling naturally in- 
cludes bibliographical indexes, almanacs, 
year books and other similar compilations, 
and probably “pseudonymous’ work. 

Here is an annoying injustice that calls 
for vigorous protest. The Treasury De- 
partment in Washington being the source 
of all rulings in tariff interpretation will 
no doubt hear from the booktrade.

There has been 
no public event since the great war fraught 
with more historical importance than this 
eftort of an old nation to remake itself on 
modern lines. This remaking has particu- 
lar importance to the United States, as it 
has been largely in her schools that the 
leaders of the national movement have 
been trained, yet today there are many evi- 
dences that the United States is looking on 
this revolution with bewilderment. We 
get too little guidance from the day by 
day bulletins from the Far East, and it is 


a time when those who have an intimate 
and first-hand knowledge of China and of 
its characteristics owe it to the rest of us 
to put that knowledge to this country’s 
use. 

There is an opportunity now for those 
who handle books which can interpret the 
Far East accurately to give these books all 
possible circulation. The field of this litera- 
ture is large, and authoritative lists of 
books can be easily had. Among the vol- 
umes needed by every reader should be 
some written by the Chinese themselves, so 
that their point of view in this national 
emergency can be truly understood.

bers, and endorsed, a letter from W. 
Mackenzie Stevens, Assistant Professor of 
Business Organization at the University of 
Maryland, suggesting uniform announce- 
ments for technical books. The suggestion 
is that all of the principal publishers in- 
clude a standardized 3x 5 card with their 
book circulars that would show in a con- 
densed form the information most desired 
by a professional business man or business 
executive. 


“A few publishers now follow the plan,” 
Mr. Mackenzie writes, “but unless more of 
them do so it is hardly worth while to set 
up a card file. If the majority of technical 
books were thus advertised the rest- would 
soon fall in line. Whenever the standard 
card were made part of a double reply 
post card it would be possible to circularize 
the entire list of the professional and ex- 
ecutive classes with a stamped return card 
for less than $30 a thousand.” 

The card reproduced herewith is that 
used by the Macmillan Company which has 
found it unusually useful. It is small, 
neat and conveys the necessary information 
clearly and concisely. Such a card in its 


arrangement of material is perfect for 
filing. 


A Tribute from One Booklover 
to Another 


O name in American book collecting is 
better loved or will be longer remem- 
bered than that of Beverly Chew, whose 
knowledge of fine and rare books is very 
extensive and intimate. A tribute to him of 
particularly appropriate character is em- 
bodied in a volume recently prepared by 
William B. Osgood Field, president of the 
Grolier Club, and sent to friends of Mr. 
Chew. The volume is a collection of Mr. 
Chew’s writings, including his often quoted 
poem, “Old Books are Best,” and an 
equally delightful one but less known 
called “On a Leaf From a Fourteenth Cen- 
tury Missal.” Among the essays included 
are those on “A Poet’s Publisher,” a trib- 
ute to Humphrey Moseley, who began the 
business of publishing in 1630, two on the 
work of Edmund Waller; an article on 
“Portraits of Milton,” and one on “Cata- 
logues of American First Editions,” etc.

BENJAMIN IDE WHEELER 


Dr. BENJAMIN IpE WHEELER, Presi- 
dent Emeritus of the University of Cali- 
sornia, died May 3rd in Vienna where he 
had been under doctors’ care for seven 
months. He was in his seventy-third year. 
Dr. Wheeler was born in_ Randolph, 
\[assachusetts in 1854. He was a grad- 
uate of Brown University where he re- 
ceived his A. M. and of the University of 
Heidelberg where he received his Ph.

Current Rare Book Notes 
Frederick M. Hopkins 


ORTY-ONE colleges and universi- 

ties representing 50,000 students and 

seventy-two secondary schools thru- 
out the country are officially participating 
in the international movement to rebuild 
the burned Shakespeare Memorial Theater 
at Stratford-on-Avon. 


MAGGS BROTHERS of London have 

issued another of their sumptuous 
catalogs, dealing with historical and de- 
corative bindings. In 208 pages are de- 
scribed 311 lots of books from the libraries 
of kings, queens and famous men and 
women; chained and stamped bindings 
trom the sixteenth to the twentieth cen- 
turies, of English, Scotch, French, Italian 
and Spanish workmanship, with embroid- 
ered and tortoiseshell bindings. There are 
117 plates, including a colored frontispiece 
of a beautiful binding by Samuel Mearne. 


LANS are underway to build up at 
_ Columbia University one of “the most 
‘mportant business libraries in this 
country,” according to an announcement 
Just issued by the university. New collec- 
ions of important business records are 
being added to the library in the School 
ot Business at Broadway and 116th Street. 
Professor James C. Egbert, director of the 


School of Business, says that the library 
contains many rare volumes, among them 
first editions representing nearly all of the 
great names in the history of accounting. 
“The authors,” he said, “include Manzoni 
of Italy, where bookkeeping was first cul- 
tivated as an art; Heinrich Schreiber, 
Johan Gottlieb and Herr Schweicker of 
Germany, and Antioh Rocha, the earliest 
writer of a treatise on bookkeeping in 
Spain. 


GOETHE'S remarkable collection of 
his own water colors and black and 
white drawings, which the Goethe 
Museum at Weimer sought throughout 
Germany for many years, is now in the 
museum unexpectedly. The drawings, 
nearly a hundred in number, largely 
German and Bohemian landscapes, were 
presented to Princess Caroline of Saxe- 
Weimer in 1807, who willed them to her 
intimate friend, Christiane von Reitzen- 
stein. A short time ago a distant relative 
of the Reitzenstein family submitted the 
drawings to Professor Hans Wahl, di- 
rector of the Goethe Museum, who had 
been conducting the search, and asked if 
they were genuine. He said that he had 
found them in an old trunk of family 


relics. Dr. Wahl recognized his long 
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sought prize and lost no time in making 
the purchase. 


HE first volume to bear the imprint 

of Random House, Inc., 20 East 57th 
Street, will be an edition of Voltaire’s 
“Candide,” made by Pynson Printers, with 
illustrations by Rockwell Kent. A new 
and complete translation has been made for 
this edition, with a bibliographical note by 
Charles E. Merrill, Jr. The book will be 
set in a new Roman type face designed by 
Lucien Bernhard and will be printed on 
an all-rag French handmade paper. Each 
page will be illustrated with a drawing 
by Mr. Kent, printed in a different color 
from the type. Each copy will be auto- 
graphed by the artist and there will be a 
small number handcolored by him. The 
book will be published in the Fall. 


AMERICANA, comprising autograph 

letters, documents, manuscripts, pam- 
phlets, broadsides and books, selections 
from various consigments, will be sold by 
Charles F. Heartman, at Metuchen, N. J., 
May 19. The catalog contains 462 lots, 
comprising a wide range of collector’s 
material. There are autograph letters of 
the presidents, Signers of the Declaration 
of Independence, statesmen, generals, and 
authors. There is also original source 
material of the French and Indian War 
period, the Revolutionary War, and the 
early years of the Republic.

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HE statement published in these 
columns in the issue of March 26, 
based upon a Paris cable, in regard to the 
Bibliotheque et Musée de la Guerre, in- 
salled in Vincennes Castle was not a 


exact statement of the situa- 
ion. In a letter from Camille Bloch, 
jirector, we have received an authoritative 
statement which in many respects Is quite 
jiferent from the cable. The Bibliotheque 
je la Guerre will not be closed. On the 
contrary, a recent “decret-loi” has given 
a firmer status by including it in the 
five great French national libraries. The 
collection of the library, which contains 
more than 100,000 volumes and several 
thousand periodicals and newspapers in all 
languages, does not relate solely to the 
military history of the war, but also to 
he political, economic and social history 
of the world since 1914. Through the aid 
of a private endowment, a “Bibliotheque 
de Documentation internationale contem- 
poraine’ has been added to the library, the 
very name of which shows its activity and 
possibilities of important developments in 
the future. The actual cost of the instal- 
lation of the institution in Vincennes 
Castle has been about 2,000,000 francs, 
much less than generally reported. The 
money has been well spent, endowing 
France with an unique research center on 
international contemporary history. If the 
number of readers out at Vincennes is not 
very considerable, this inconvenience is 
amply compensated by offer of the 
European Center of the Carnegie Endow- 
ment for International Peace which, by 
generously placing its Paris reading room 
at the disposal of the Vincennes Library, 
facilitates the public’s daily access to the 
atter's important collections. On the other 
hand the Museum has admitted no less 
than 35,000 visitors each year. The re- 
‘earch center is also doing a useful work 
in the publications which it has issued in 
the last. few years. The library and 
museum is a specialized institution, and ali 
“lings considered, its future is guaranteed 
and it ls meeting the expectations of those 
Who tounded it.
